You will re:ember that in Uctober of last year I left with you a sro 
Nemoria regarding religicus houses in Palestine, and you kindly replied on 
March 3lst to the effect that the Administration in Palestine were keeping 
under constant review the possibility of vacating properties of the Holy See 


for return to their original use. 


Recently a Franciscan priest, by name the Bev. Father Hoade, who is chap- 
lain to the Palestine Folice called here and asked me with much urgency to 
take the matter up again. He left with me a list of the prinoipal Catholic 
buildings occupied by the Government at the moment. Those marked indicate 


the ones wrich he considers should be returned 4s soon as possible: -

Father*Hoade's contention is that this list shows that the Catnolic 
comuunity has had to make more sacrifices of buildings than all the others 
together, and that during the war the Catholic body did everything possible 
"» to help, and, at great inconvenience ..put every building available at the 
disposal of the Government. He states that despite the local troubles the 
Same necessity does not now exist. 


Pelestine is very badly in need of hospitals, he telis me, and some- 
thing should be done auickly to try to reopen the three hespitals mentioned; 
the Sisters and Staif of these hosiitals have nad to teke lodyyings in private 
houses, and are living in very straitened cireu.stances, and in places 
where conditions are not proper for persons who are dedicated to the reli- 
gious life. 


Father Hoade also raised the question of alternative acconuodation for 
the Poles, now occuvying the buildings in Nazareth, and expressed the opi- 
nion that they could, without much difliculty, be housed elsewhere. 


He added tnat the rents -aid for the buildings were extremely low, and 
concluded by saying that the Catholic Authorities in salestine were strongly 
convinced that their work was greatly hindered by these ronulsitions. 


As I have bem urged by iy colleague, Bishop Hughes, who is acting 
Av»ostolic Delegate in Cairo, to bring this matter to the kind consideration 
of His Majesty's Governuent, I would be most grateful if you could gve this 
urgent matter your careful and sympathetic consideration.
